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The President has approved the findings of the court- 
martial which sentenced Asst. Paym. Philip W. Delano 
to dismissal from the Service. Secretary Moody in re- 
viewing the findings-of the court had previously said, and 
so endoresd the papers, that while there may have been no 
actual criminality on the part of Delano, the circum- 
stances were such that his retention in the Navy would 
be intolerable. The most interesting portion of the testi- 
mony was that in his behalf by a surgeon of the Navy 
who expressed the opinion that a sojourn of three or more 
years in the Orient made a man mentally and morally ir- 
responsible. Other testimony. showed that Delano had 
been in the East for more than five years, and that all of 
his irregular acts were committed during his last year of 
service, and while on his way home by the way of the 
Suez Canal. Delano is a son of Commander Delano, and 
was married only last May. The charges against him 
were seven in number: neglect of duty, persistent delin- 
quency in the rendition of accounts, on two counts, 
scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of good 
morals, rendering falsé and fraudulent returns, false- 
hood and embezzlement. He was found guilty of the 
first, second, third, fifth and seventh charges. In sen- 
tencing him the court added to its verdict the following 
plea for mercy: “In consideration of the mitigating cir- 
cumstances, as shown by the evidence adduced, and a pos- 
sible absence of criminal intent, we recommend the ac- 
cused to the clemency of the revising power.” This plea 
was signed by five members of the court and the case, be- 
cause of repeated testimony recently in regard to the 
moral-relaxing tendency upon Anglo-Saxons of the tropi- 
cal climate of the South seas, has attracted unusual at- 
tention both among Naval and Army men and civilians. 





Major Gen. Charles Heywood, commanding the Marine 
Corps, visited League Island, Pa., on July 23, being the 
last Government reservation on his official tour, which 
has covered 12,000 miles along the nation’s coasts, in- 
cluding Alaska.

The General and Cap- 
tains Leonard and Marix, Colonel Cochrane and Lieu- 
tenant Long took dinner at the residence of Captain 
Sigsbee and after dinner the inspection was resumed, 
The target range was visited. The General spoke of it 
as a “kindergarten” range and expressed the hope that 
the State and Government would together set up a first- 
class ritle range. He said it was almost impossible to 
find a place for a range where people would not get out 
an injunction against it. General Heywood compli- 
mented Colonel Cochrane in the highest terms on the 
condition in which he found the quarters under his com- 
mand, and stated that League Island was destined to be 
one of the finest and most important naval stations in 
the country.

A rush order was received at the navy yard New York 
late on July 22 for four houses for the U.S.S. Illinois, 
Kearsarge, Olympia and Chicago to be used as receiving 
and sending stations for the wireless telegraphy experi- 
ments that will be made off the coast of Maine during the 
manuevers. The buildings were to be about ten feet 
in length and tive feet in height. The entire force of the 
saw mill were put to work, and such a scene of activity 
was hardly ever before witnessed at the navy yard.

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The name of Gen. J. Franklin Bell should be per- 
petuated in connection with the industrial school to 
be founded at Batangas, P.I., with money appropriated 
from the so-called Batangas Poor Fund, the Manila 
Times says. It was General Bell who originated the 
idea from which this remarkably successful plan sprung, 
and to him and his personal staff belongs the credit for 
making it a success. When General Bell left the islands 
the money he had secured through advances of War 
Department funds for the relief of the people of Batan- 
gas Province by the purchase of foodstuffs and agri- 
cultural implements had grown into a relief fund, which 
was turned over to the Philippine Government, ‘and 
Captain Boughton, long associated with General Bell, 
was chosen to administer it. The fund is now so large 
that the Government has been able to appropriate $50,- 
00O Mexican from it for the establishment of a trade 
school where young Filipinos may be trained in the 
useful arts. “It is all a splendid triumph for General 
Bell’s policy, which was carried out under almost con- 
stant fire from the opponents of the Army and the ad- 
ministration,” the Times adds. 
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The Navy Department is in receipt of the following 
telegraphic report from Rear Admiral Cotton, command- 
ing the European Squadron, dated Lisbon, July 27: 
“Self, commanding officers and personal staff were re- 
ceived in special audience by the King Saturday after- 
noon; luncheon to same by King to-day at Cintra, pre- 
ceding which we were presented to Queen in special audi- 
ence. The Queen, our Minister and some of the cabinet 
ministers were present at the luncheon. ‘To-morrow 
night a dinner of 200 covers will be given to us by the 
Minister of Marine at the arsenal. King will visit flag- 
ship next Saturday.” Admiral Cotton advised the Navy 
Department on July 25 that the entertainment pro- 
vided for the dtlicers of his squadron by the King had been 
postponed on account of the death of the Pope, and that 
consequently the squadron might remain at Lisbon a 
week longer than was originally intended. 
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Irom the Havana Post of July 23 we quote the fol- 
lewing well deserved tribute to an accomplished officer of 
the United States Army: “Capt. Dwight E. Aultman, 
U.S. Art., arrived yesterday from New York. There 
was a distinguished lot of people on board the steamer, 
including a number of Cuban artillery officers, who went 
out to meet the steamer -bearing the officers who organ- 
ized the Cuban artillery and graded it to the fine stand- 
ing it now enjoys.

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SHIP PRIZES AND PRIZES FOR GUN-CREWS 


In addition to the extra pay of gun captains and gun 
pointers, the Navy Department intends to award, from 
funds now available for that purpose, two distinct claases 
to expert gun-crews. 

1. Each ship in the Service will be awarded “ship's 
prize” for the best gun-crew (or the best turret) of cach 
distinct type of gua on board, provided, however, the 
score made by the best crew or turret comes up to certain 
standards (for first, second and third prizes) in hits per 
minute, to be established by the Secretary of the Navy 
after the next annual record practice. Thus the best 
gun-crew (or turret) of each type on board may win 
either a first, second or third prize; but in no case ex- 
cept when the scores of a crew are a tie will more than 
one ship prize be given for each type of gun. 

2. First, second and third “Navy prizes” will be award- 
ed (0 &@ number of the gun-crews (or turrets) making the 
highest scores at each distinct type of gun that fires at 
the annual record practice of the year. Thus there will 
be a distinct prize for the 13-inch turrets of the Indiana 
type, Alabama type, etc., as it is not at present possible 
to fire the guns of the former as fast as those of the 
latter. Similarly there will be distinct prizes for mod- 
ern 6-inch guns, 6-inch guns on gravity return mounts, 
j-inch, 4-imch, 3-inch guns, etc. Semi-automatic guns 
will also be considered a separate type. 

All prizes will be awarded by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, after the receipt of the scores of the annual re- 
cord practice from each station. 

In all cases the value of both ship and Navy prizes 
for the various types of guns will depend upon the 
number of guns competing, multiplied by the number 
of men in a crew, actually stationed at the guns, as al- 
lowed by the drill book. For reasons given it 
would not be advisable to attempt to fix the number of 
first, second and third prizes until after an examination 
of the records made at the next annual record practice ; 
but in general terms it may be stated that the amount 
of money, particularly that for the first prizes, will be 
worth competing for—not to mention the honor of win- 
ning a Navy prize. 

For all guns in turrets, both the ship prize and the 
Navy prize will be assigned to the winning turret; the re- 
cord made being the average of the records of the guns, 
(where there is more than one gun in the turret). For 
the purpose of assigning prizes, all 8-inch turrets super- 
imposed upon 13-inch turrets will be considered as sep- 
arate turrets. 

Turret captains and gun captains are each to receive 
two shares in the distribution of prizes to one for each 
man of the crew. In case any member of the crew is 
absent from his station at the annual record practice 
through sickness, or through no fault of his own, he 
shall receive his share. In case a substitute is employed 
he shall be considered as an extra man and paid a pro- 
portional share of all prizes won. If more men are em- 
ployed to increase the speed of loading or for any other 
purpose they shall be paid their proportion of prizes. 
Vacancies in a gun-crew may be filled from any gun- 
crew; but, men in excess of the crew regularly allowed a 
gun by the drill book may be employed in target prac- 
tice only if such men are supernumeraries, and are regu- 
larly assigned to that gun. Ties will be settled by the 
greatest number of shots. In case of a tie in both shots 
fired, and hits made, each crew will receive a prize.

A 
qualified gun pointer re-enlisting for four years within 
four months of his discharge, and regularly stationed 
as a gun pointer at a gun of a class at which he was 
qualified at the time of his discharge, shall be entitled 
to the corresponding extra pay during the unexpired 
portion of the period of two years from the date of quali- 
fying—the interval of time between the date of his dis- 
charge and re-enlistment to be included in the period of 
two years. 

For each 10-inch, 12-inch and 13-inch turret, and for 
each combination of superimposed turrets, one chief tur- 
ret captain is allowed; but a turret captain, first class, 
may be assigned to any such turret for which no chief 
turret captain is available. For each 8-inch turret (not 
superimposed) one turret captain, first class, is allowed. 

To fill these ratings, wholly or in part, commanding 
officers will select candidates that appear to possess the 
necessary qualifications from gunner’s mates, seamen 
gunners, men holding the rate of gun captain or certifi- 
eate of graduation from the petty officers’ school, gun 
captain class, and other intelligent men—not alone of the 
seamen branch—of mechanical bent and good promise as 
leading men. The names of these men shall be sent to 
the squadron commander. who will order their examina- 
tion before a board of not less than three officers, the ma- 
jority to be turret officers if practicable, to be appointed 
by him, none of whom shall be taken from the ship to 
which the candidates belong. Commanding officers shall 
nominate at least two candidates for each vacancy as 
turret captain, in order that the examination may be 
competitive. 

No chief petty officer shall be rated a turret captain, 
first class, against his will. Permanent appointments and 
advancement will be governed by the same regulations 
that apply to other petty officer ratings. 

When the commanding officer revokes the detail of a 
man as a gun captain or gun pointer, he shall, in writing, 
direct the pay officer to discontinue the corresponding 
extra pay.

COMBINED MANEUVERS OF 1903. 

The revision for 1903, of the rules for the Army and 
Navy maneuvers of 1902, prepared by Major F. KE. Harri- 
son, A.C., U.S.A. and Lieut. Mark L. Bristol, U.S.N., 
has been published in pamphlet form for the direction 
of officers taking part in the coming maneuvers. The 
problem is as follows: 

Blue’s two squadrons of battleships being located at 
Guantanamo and Culebra, are covered by a superior allied 
fleet of Red and Black, when the political situation in the 
United States is suddenly strained to rupture. A strong 
Red fleet consisting of vessels (including tor- 
pedo boats) sails at 6 p.m. Aug. 23, 1903, from the port 
of X, heading south, with the following sealed orders: 
“The Red fleet at X will proceed at once to Portland, Me., 
seize and hold same as a base of operations.” Informa- 
tion of the sailing of the Red fleet from X is received at 
Portland six hours after its departure. Time required 
Red fleet to reach Portland is fifty-four hours. 

It will be assumed that prior to the sailing of the Red 
tleet from X, no channels are mined or obstructed; there- 
after all enterprises sanctioned by International law are 
permitted. It is desirable that the operations of the fleet 
should include all channels of approach to Portland, and 
embrace a reconnoissance in force; an attempt to de- 
stroy mine fields; a day attack; a night attack, and, if 
practicable, the forcing of a passage. Preparations will 
be made to resist attacks on forts by landing parties. 
All forts in the Artillery District of Portland (Forts 
Williams, Preble, McKinley, Scammell, Levett, and forti- 
fications on Cow Island) will be mobilized on a war basis, 
allowing two reliefs of the Artillerymen. During the 
period of hostilities, the conditions are to approach those 
of war as closely as possible. In undertaking these oper- 
ations the controlling idea should be to test the training 
of the personnel, and the efficiency of the material, and it 
is of paramount important that this idea be not lost 
sight of. ; 

The period of hostilities shall be from midnight Aug. 
25 to noon Aug. 29. The period from midnight Aug. 23 
to midnight Aug. 25 shall be known as the period of 
preparation. ‘The attack will consist of ships in accord- 
ance with the following list, which is subject to revision : 

Battleships, A: Kearsarge, Alabama, Illinois, Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana, Texas. 

Cruisers, C: Olympia, Baltimore. 

Gunboats, E: Mayflower, Dolphin, Chesapeake, New- 
port, Scorpion. 

Training ships: 

Unprotected cruisers, 
Panther. . 

Destroyers, T: Decatur and nine others same cluss. 

Supply vessels and colliers: Culgoa, Caesar, Hannibal, 
Sterling, Lebanon, Marcellus, Leonidas, Brutus. 

Tenders and tugs: Peoria, Nina, Potomac. 

Note.—The letters of designation used opposite the 
names have the following meaning: A, battleship; C, 
protected cruiser; D, unprotected cruiser; E, gunboat;

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The New York Evening Sun of July 29 devotes one- 
quarter of its entire space, or eleven long columns of 
reading matter, to Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A. It 
says of him: “In little more than two years and six 
months from the date he ceased to be an assistant sur- 
gzeon, he is to attain the second highest rank possible to 
a man in the military service of the United States. Every 
man above him is years older than General Wood. Every 
man of general rank below him. with one exception, is 
older. He has more than twenty-one years to serve be- 
fore reaching the retiring age. Of those who are his 
seniors, the youngest, Major Gen. Arthur MacArthur, 
will be retired in seven years. Captain Wood, in order 
to become Brigadier General Wood, was jumped over the 
heads of no less than 494 of his seniors. He was eigthy- 
third on the list of the Medical Corps out of a total of 
192 and sixteenth on the list of captains and assistant 
surgeons. Of the nearly 500 men over whom Leonard

Wood was advanced, 254 (chaplains not incladed) saw 
service in the Civil War.” A list of officers overslaughed 
by General Wood follows with an account of their ser- 
vices. Only three officers in the entire Army who are 
younger than Wood are of higher rank than major. One 
is Brig. Gen, Frederick Funston. The others are both 
lieutenant colonels in staff departments.

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Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles and the members of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications and other officers 
withnessed a test of the Brown Segmental wire gun at 
the Sandy Hook proving grounds on July 30. For a 
charge, 100 pounds of smokeless powder containing 35 
per cent. nitro-glycerine was used and the pressure plugs 
indicated 21,420 pounds. ‘The muzzle velocity was 1,: 
VS4 feet a second. The first test was satisfactory so far 
as the gun itself was concerned, but it was found that 
the discharge had jammed some of the threads in the 
breech. It took several hours to fix this and the officers 
left Sandy Hook without witnessing any more tests 
The tests will be continued. up to 300 rounds, and there 
is no doubt that the gun is equal to the test, so far as the 
wire wound principle is concerned. 
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The office of the Surgeon General of the Army is ex- 
perimenting with coverings for the “First Aid for 
Wounds” package. Numerous samples have been »sab- 
mitted, but none has yet appeared thoroughly satisfactory. 
They vary from an isinglass covering to a tin can with 
a strip soldered in and easily removable by tearing. They 
include vulcanized rubber and varnished wood fibre. The 
necessity for the covering is due to the fact that the 
original dressings have been found to deteriorate rapidly 
under the influence of a tropical climate. The difficulty 
is to obtain a wrapping which yields readily to the fingers, 
but is not impaired by the rough and tumble exigencies 
of a campaign.

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FOURTEENTH CAVALRY MOVE. 


With anxious eyes the various members of this regi- 
ment have watched the trend of events, and were pleased 
to observe that at last we had a group of far-seeing men 
at the head of affairs who allowed existing orders to be 
carried out; but at the eleventh hour and fifty-ninth min- 
ute our orders were revoked. To begin with, officers 
were not allowed to take their private horses. Some 
shipped them to their homes, some sold them for what 


they could get, and some were sold to the Government at 
contract price less one-seventh for each year in use, and 
the latest rumor is that officers will be required to own 
their mounts. 

The baggage was, some of it stored, some shipped 
to the officer’s home, but mostly it was shipped to San 
Francisco, where with the troop baggage, which had also 
been shipped, it was loaded into the ship Sheridan only 
to be taken out and shipped back to its initial point. 
One officer’s home baggage went from Arizona to New 
York, another officer’s baggage arriving a little previous 
was shipped to Manila on another boat, and now has to 
be returned. Several officers collected in San Francisco to 
join the regiment when it arrived. The railroad assem- 
bled the necessary cars at the posts for the purpose of 
transporting the regiment. 

Quite a number of officers’ families, to escape the dis- 
comforts of a dismantled home, went to San Francisco 
about a week ahead of the time the regiment was due, 
and after an expensive railroad trip and hotel bill, have 
only the choice of going back. Many ladies went to their 
homes in the East, where they now are. Most of the 
families had been to a large expense fitting out with a 
two years’ supply of summer clothing which is useless, 
as winter is now coming on. 

Officers subscribed for magazines and other literature 
and directed it to be sent to Manila. One officer gave 
up a desirable detail in order that he might go on for- 
eign service with his troop. About three hundred en- 
listed men accepted their discharge and re-enlisted with 
the agreement that they were to go on foreign service. 
This was a contract on the part of the Government, as 
well as on the part of the enlisted man, and which it 
seems the Government can nullify, but the enlisted man 
cannot, and yet I do not think the members of the regi- 
ment growl. The whole affair is so colossal, the joke is 
so huge that one can only laugh, although it cost the 
undersigned about four hundred dollars to laugh. Good 
joke, ha! ha! 

YOuNG-MAN-RUBBED-THE-WRONG-WaAyY. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Philippine Civil Commission has reduced the esti- 
mated budget of $5,200,408 for the Insular Bureau to $4,- 
216,165, which was the amount actually appropriated. 
The estimates for the expenses of the city of Manila 
were $1,407,034 for the same period and the amount ap- 
propriated $969,015. The commission decided to increase 
the number of Filipinos in the civil service, substituting 
them for Americans in subordinate positions which the 
latter have been filling. The heads of various bureaus 
will be instructed to follow the policy ordered by the late 
President McKinley of advancing Filipinos wherever pos- 
sible. 

President Roosevelt has pardoned Emilo Villamor, « 
prominent Filipino, who in December, 1900, was sen- 
tenced to be hanged for murder. This sentence was after- 
ward commuted to ten years’ imprisonment. Villamor 
was a member of an insurgent band operating in Luzon. 
They captured Marcelo Gadung, a native corporal ot 
police, who, in addition to being a corporal, acted as a 
spy for the American Army. This fact was generally 
known. He was caught while within the enemies’ lines, 
tried by court-martial for being a spy, convicted, and 
shot. Villamor was an officer of the insurgent army and 
was on the court-martial that tried and disposed of 
Gadung. It was for this that Villamor was tried and 
sentenced. He has served a term of nearly three years. 
His pardon was recommended by Army officers and the 
Secretary of War on the ground that Villamor’s offense 
was really political, and that he was entitled to a par- 
don under the Presidential amnesty proclamation of July 
1902. The President has approved this recommenda- 
tion. 

Manila despatches of July 29 state that a typhoon has 
delayed the departure of Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S. 
A., for Mindanao, of which he is to assume the gover- 
norship. The 17th Infantry, which is to accompany hizn, 
has also been delayed by the same storm. ; 

The President has granted a pardon to Vincente Fer- 
min and Julian Vasques, now serving terms of three years 
cach in the presidio at Manila, having been convicted of 
kidnapping, assaulting and robbing a native policeman. 
The offense was committed during a period of insurrection 
and the prisoners were insurgents. They were pardoned 
under the amnesty proclamation. 


_Seventy tons of new nickel and bronze coins for 
circulation in the Philippines will be sent from New 
York on the steamer Indramayo. The coins, of which 
there are 13,740,000, valued at $306,000, are packed in 
556 kegs. Four express cars were required for their 
transportation from the Philadelphia mint, where they 
were coined. Of the coins, 4,500,000 are five-centavo 
pieces, 5,040,000 one-centavo pieces and 4,200,000 halt- 
centavos. Nearly ten million silver coins, 50, 20 and 10 
centavo pieces, already have been sent to Manila by way 
of San Francisco. These coins, with those to be sent 
this week, will replace the Spanish and Mexican dollars 
which have caused so much trouble because of the 
fluctuations in their value. 

The Manila Times states that old Spanish Insular 
archives and the complaints of persons still living in 
Manila, who are survivors of the terrible earthquake 
that visited the city on June 30, 1868, have revealed 
the fact that the fund of nearly half a million pesos 
donated by Spaniards in Spain, Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines for the relief of the victims of the dis- 
aster and placed in the hands of the Spanish Insular 
authorities for distribution, was misappropriated and 
never reached those for whom it was intended. It is 
alleged that the Spanish Insular authorities not only 
failed to distribute the funds at a time when they were 
most needed, but subsequently used the major portion 
of the amount in defraying the expense of building 
twenty-two gunboats for coast guard services. 

We hear so much of the unpleasant side of life in 
the Philippines, of the lack of amusements, absence of 
sport, ete, that the story of exciting deer stalking comes 
as refreshing contrast. On Tuesday, May 14, Captain 
Cheatham, of the Quartermaster’s Department, came to 





Balayan, Batangas Province, as the guest of Lieutenant 
Richmond of C Troop, 1st Cavalry. The next morning 
a party was made up for deer stalking of Captain Cheat- 
hum, Lieutenants Richmond, Longstreet and Bull and 
Dr. Halloran. Going ten miles in a north-westerly direc- 
tion, the hacienda of an overseer of the Quartermaster’s 
Department was reached. There the presidente of the 
nearby town, Calatagan, had collected about sixty na- 
tives and three dogs to drive for the deer hunting. Two 
drives were made that day and on the following day. 
The first day eight deer were killed, and on the following 
day the honors of the chase falling to Lieutenant Bull, 
who with six shots brought down six deer. Captain 
Cheatham returned to Manila the following day, ex- 
pecting to sail in the Sumner, which was delayed by 
the collision on her outward trip. 

Lieut. Harold M. Joss, of the 29th Company of Philip- 
pine Scouts, with thirty men struck the main body 0 
Montalon’s band of  insurrecto-ladrones at Mount 
Gonzales in Cavite Province on June 3. The ladrones 
who numbered over 200, retreated after a brisk fight in 
which they lost five men. The Scouts captured one 
revolver, sixty-seven rounds of Krag ammunition, two 
bolos and seven horses. On June 5 Lieut. Junius I. 
Boyle, Philippine Scouts, and Lieutenant Goss, with 
forty men, ran into a small band between Ulat and 
Siiang and killed one ladrone and captured one revolver. 
One scout was wounded in this skirmish. 

The confidence felt in the Philippine Scouts and their 
otticers by the native officials is shown by the telegram 
sent on June 11 by Provincial Governor Gonzago to 
General Davis in Manila, begging him to reconsider his 
determination to abandon ‘Tuguegarao as a military 
station and withdraw the troops stationed there. 
Governor Gonzago asked that the 78th Company, Philip- 
pine Scouts, officered by Lieutenants Floyd L. Frisbie 
and Crispulo Patajo, be retained to protect the in- 
terests of both the town and the province. He said 
that the conduct of the officers and men had been mag- 
nificent, both individually and as a company. 

A survey has been completed for the construction of a 
trunk line of railroad in the Island of Luzon, P.I., which 
if undertaken as it is hoped it will be, will prove of 
great value to the Government for military purposes, 
and to the people in aiding the developing of the island. 
The report of the survey is now in the hands of the 
Secretary of War. The route surveyed started north 
from Manila and continued for a distance of 360 miles 
to Aparri, on the extreme northern coast. South of 
Manila the survey extended to Batangas, a port on the 
western coast just 75 miles from Manila. Thus a trunk 
line of some 440 miles was outlined, taking in the richest 
section of that island. The route followed the valley of 
the Rio Grande for a distance of about 80 miles and 
then passed over the Carrabello Pass and dropped into 
the valley of the Cagayay and thence on to Aparri, the 
northern port. In addition to the wonderful agricultural 
crops and the valuable woods, for which the northern 
provinces of Luzon are noted, rich mineral deposits are 
found there, including gold, silver and coal. Several 
syndicates are anxious to secure railroad franchises, in- 
cluding the English syndicate which owns the Manila 
and Dagupan road. They wish to extend a branch road 
along the coast north of Dagupan so as to take in that 
entire side of the island. 

Concerning ladronism the Manila Times says it “will 
exist in these islands to a greater or less extent for a 
number of .years. Nothing will ever stamp it out until 
such time as the development of the country extends tw 
the remoter parts of the islands and then the ladrone 
will disappear for all time.” Speaking on the same sub- 
je. a Manila correspondent of the New York Times 
says: ““Whatever official report may say of the pacification 
of the Philippines, accounts of conditions are misleading 
which leave the impression that the islands are orderly. 
Order prevails in very few of them, and no measures are 
in hand to enforce it. Moral suasion, on the other 
hand, has broadened opportunity for outlawry, which the 
civil organization has been powerless to suppress; and 
since the military is forbidden to interfere, tribute is 
levied on communities for the support of armed bands, 
much after the fashion of earlier years. This occurs not 
only in interior districts, but almost at the doors of Ma- 
nila.” It continues to be the official fashion to attribute 
to ladrones acts of the character for which insurgents 
formerly got credit. In the Provinces of Pampanga and 
Rizal bands rove about under arms in plain view of the 
military, feeling perfectly safe against molestation from 
that quarter whatever they may do. The one province 
in Luzon which shines as an example of order is Batan- 
gas, at one time the rallying ground chiefly favored by 
elements of disorder, but whose attractions in that re- 
spect speedily dimmed when General Bell began to hola 
native officials responsible within their districts alike for 
violations of law and for payment of--tribute to law- 
breakers. In Batangas the Bell lesson is still fresh, and 
the province smiles in peace and comparative prosperity, 
besides enjoying the best roads in the island, to whose 
construction labor officials contributed an exemplary 
share. ‘This correspondent, Frederick W. Eddy, explains 
that Filipinos generally have little faith in the American 
talk of self-government. The notion commonly prevail- 
ing is that self-government can be brought about only 
by making life so uncomfortable and disheartening for 
Americans that they will be glad to give up the islands 
to native rule. Native political leaders, now reaping 
richer rewards in pay and power than they could hope to 
enjoy under any other rule, encourage this notion, fore- 
seeing that tactics followed under it must surely lengthen 
the American stay. The whites are not molested by the 
ladrones, who fear no interference so long as their depre- 
dations are confined to native villages, and to the pun- 
ishment of officials who have shown themselves friendly 
to existing government. :

Mrs. F. M. Munger, wife of Captain Munger, U.S. 
R.C.S., of 3914 Clay street, San Francisco, Cal., bas re- 
ceived word of the death of her sister, Mrs. Everett 
Stone, of Augusta, Me., who was drowned on July 8 in 
Hommand pond, one of the well-known fishing resorts of 
Maine. 

Midshipman Lawrence F. Clark, of New York, died at 
the Naval Academy on July 25. He was sixteen years 
old and had passed his physical examination for admis- 
sion to the Academy only a few days before. A post 
mortem examination by Dr. Van Wart, pathologist of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, and Medical Inspector Howard 
L. Ames, U.S.N., showed that the immediaté cause of 
death was a large clot which had formed from a hem- 
orrhage of the brain. It developed that not only the 
brain but the heart, kidneys and liver were all seriously 
affected. The diseases were all such as could only be 
discovered by a post-mortem examination. The burial 
took place in the naval cemetery opposite the Academy 
grounds on July 27. 

Gen, J. H. Hobart Ward, a veteran of the Mexican 
and Civil Wars, was killed by a train at Monroe, N.Y.. 
July 24. General Ward celebrated his eightieth birth- 
day anniversary last month.

SERVICE AND EFFICIENCY REPORTS. 
G.O. 10, JULY 18, H.Q.A.,A.G.O. 

Amends paragraphs 899, 900, and‘901 (900 and 901 amended 
by G.O. 119, Nov. 21, 1902, from this office) to read as 
follows: 

399. An individual service report will be made on June 
3u of each year by each officer of the Army, except gen- 
eral officers and the chiefs of staff corps, departments or 
bureaus, and forwarded to the Adjutant General of the 
Army through intermediate commanders. 

900. Efficiency reports will be made on June 30 of each 
year and forwarded to the Adjutant General of the Army 
through intermediate commanders, who will endorse 
thereon such remarks as may be proper in each case: 

1. By the commanding ollicer of each military division 
or department respecting each officer of his personal 
und departmental staff, and respecting each post com- 
mander not reported on by an artillery district com- 
mander. 

2. By the chief of each staff department or corps and 
each staff bureau respecting each officer of his depart- 
ment, corps or bureau not other wise reported on. 

3. By the head of each staff, department of corps and 
headquarters of a military division or department respect- 
ing each officer attached to his office or serving under 
his immediate direction. 

4. By each officer of the Corps of Engineers serving as 
division engineer respecting each officer in charge of an 
engineering district within his division; by each district 
officer respecting each officer on duty under his orders, 
and by each chief engineer officer of a military division 
or department respecting each officer of the Corps of 
Engineers serving under him in any capacity. 

5. By each Artillery district commander respecting each 
post commander who is an officer of the Artillery Corps, 
and each Artillery district staff officer. 

6. By euch post commander respecting each company 
commander and each officer of a staff department serving 
at the post and each regimental officer not on duty with 
a company. Post commanders will also make reports 
respecting subaltern officers on duty with companies sup- 
plementary to those made by company commanders 

7. By each company commander respecting each sub- 
altern officer on duty with a company. 

& Where the regiment is serving together by the regi- 
mental commander respecting each field and staff officer 
and each company commander. 

9. By the superintendent of the Military Academy and 
the commandant of each service school respecting each 
officer serving under them, except that at the School of 
Application for Cavalry and Field Artillery officers now 
on duty at the Cavalry and Artillery subposts will be 
reported on by subpost commanders. 

10. By each commanding officer of an arsenal, armory, 
or depot respecting each officer on duty thereat. 

ll. By each recruiting officer on duty at regular recruit- 
ing stations respecting each officer serving under his 


supervision. 
12. By the commanding general, Division of the Phil- 
ippines, respecting officers on duty with the various 


branches of the civil government in the Philippine Islands 

901. When an officer changes station at which he has 
served three months or more his commanding officer will 
prepare an efficiency report respecting him and forward it 
to his new commanding officer, and when a commanding 
officer changes station at which he has served three 
months or more he will prepare the efficiency reports 
of the officers serving under him and turn them over to 
his successor. These reports will be forwarded on June 
30 of each year in the manner provided in paragraph 900. 

Il. By direction of the Secretary of War, the following 
paragraph is added to the Regulations: 

91%. The commanding officer of each military division 
or department; the chief of each staff department, corps, 
or bureau; the superintendent of the Military Academy, 
and the commandant of each service school will forward 
at the end of each quarter to the Adjutant General of 
the Army copies of such reports, orders, letters, indorse- 
ments, telegrams or other papers, either of a commenda- 
tory or derogatory nature, as bear on the efficiency, capac- 
ity, qualifications, conduct, habits, or manner of perform 
ance of duty of officers serving under them.

Departments of the Lakes and Dakota, Departments of 
the Colorado and Texas. Competitions in the Depart- 
ments of California, the Columbia, the East and the Mis- 
souri will be held in the respective departments. For the 
department cavalry and pistol competitions, —— 
will combine as follows: Departments of the es and 
Dakota. Departments of the Missouri and Texas. De- 
partments of California, the Columbia and the Colorado. 

The Department of the East will hold its own compe- 
tition. When combined competitions are held the de- 
partment commanders concerned will decide by confer- 
ence upon dates and places and will send competitors 
accordingly. Competitions will be in charge of depart- 
ment commanders in whose departments they take place. 
All department competitions must terminate by Aug. 15. 
The competitors who are to shoot in the Army competi- 
tions will be sent by the department commanders in 
charge of the respective department competitions, to re- 
port at Fort Sheridan not later than Aug. 21. It being im- 
possible to carry rations in kind, those of the enlisted 
men will be commuted in advance at the rate of one dol- 
lar and a half per day during the travel required by this 
order. The travel enjoined is necessary for the public 
service. 

Army competitions.—2. The Army infantry, cavalry and 
pistol competitions will take place at Fort Sheridan, IIl., 
commencing Aug. 25, preceded by the usual preliminary 
practice, and will be under the supervision of the com- 
manding general, Department of the Lakes, who is 
charged with the arrangement of all necessary details, 
and who on completion of the competitions will order all 
connected with them to return to their respective stations, 
except those going to Sea Girt, N.J., to shoot in the na- 
tional competition.

2. Where ice can be furnished to organizations of 
enlisted men of the Army it may be issued by the Sub- 
sistence Department, where rations are issued in kind at 
not more than two (2) pounds for each ration subject to 
the following conaitions: The maximum allowance to any 
organization or detachment to be one hundred pound per 
day. No allowance of ice will be made to tfoops sta- 
tioned north of the 43d parallel of north latitude, except 
as provided below. To troops stationed between the 37th 
and 43d parallels of north latitude and in the States of 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho the allowance will be for 
six months only, beginning the 16th of April and ending 
the 15th of October. To troops stationed south of the 37th 
parallel of north latitude the allowance will be for the 
whole year. No savings or wastage will be allowed on 
ice. Allowance of ice will not be subject to commuta- 
tion. This order will take effect on the first day of the 
month next following its receipt at a post or station.

The attention of post commanders and commissaries in 
this department is called to the heavy losses on flour re- 
ported by boards of survey, due to the presence of weevils. 
It is believed that through care and constant vigilance 
much of this loss could be prevented. The presence of 
weevils, except in extreme degree, does not injure the 
quality of the flour, and sifting will remove any cause of 
trouble. Flour in sacks should be stored as carefully as 
possible, frequently inspected to see that no weevil 
makes its appearance, and the sacks thoroughly brushed 
or sweep clean with a broom to remove waste or dust. 
At intervals the sacked flour should be exposed to the 
sun, and the amount kept on hand reduced to the lowest 
safe limit consistent with actual present needs. 

Some boards of survey have recommended the use 
of carbon bisulphid for the destruction of insects. The 
open condition of most warehouses at posts in this de- 
partment would prevent the effective employment of any 
such agent, and the injurious effect of the fumes of this 
substance on food or fabric materials, as well as its 
most treacherous and inflammable nature, would render 
its use a far greater peril than the evil against which 
itis proposed to be employed. Its use in connection with 
subsistence stores is prohibited. 

Station commanders are directed to give personal at- 
tention to the care and preservation of flour and the 
proper carrying out of above precautions.

The board which was appointed to investigate the col- 
lision in New York harbor of the torpedo boat Winslow 
and a yacht belonging to the New York Yacht Club re- 
ports to the Department that Ensign Marble, commanding 
the Winslow, was technically at fault and recommends 
the payment of a small amount of damages to the owner 
of the yacht. It seems that the fleets of both the New 
York and the Eastern Clubs entered the harbor at the 
same time, and the Winslow encountered them. Unable 
to turn to cross to the stern, Marble violated the rules of 
shipping governing the passing of sail and steam vessels 
and took his chances of crossing the schooner’s bows. 
Had he done otherwise, however, he would almost in- 
evitably have rammed a following yacht. In view of 
these circumstances, the Department will content itself 
with sending him a letter warning him not to get his 
boat into a like predicament in the future.

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GREAT RUN OF THE KEARSARGE. 

With the arrival of the U.S.S. Kearsarge, Capt. Joseph 
N. Hemphill, U.S.N., commanding, at Bar Harbor, July 
26, the United States Navy has achieved the distinction 
of possessing the fastest battleship in the world. In his 
report of the trip to the Navy Department, Rear Aid- 
miral Albert 8. Barker, commanding the North Atlantic 
Squadron, says: “The Kearsarge steamed 2,885 nautical 
miles in nine days, four hours and thirty minutes, mak- 
ing an average speed of 13.10 knots an hour; exper!- 
enced variable winds of three to eight; slowed down 
four hours on account of taking seas over her turrets; 
slowed to ten knots for ten and a half hours on account 
of fogs and icebergs; consumed 1,148 tons of coal, an 
average daily consumption of 125% tons, for all pur- 
poses ; speed of engines, 13 6-10.” 

Admiral Barker’s report, however, only partly tells the 
story of the Kearsarge’s record-breaking performance. 
Her return to the United States was the wind-up of a 
cruise of fifty-three days during which she had run 8,200 
miles, and twenty of those days were spent in port. In 
all that time there was not a break down nor a hitch in 
her machinery, and she returned to the United States 
with enongh coal in her bunkers to last her for three and 
a half days longer at the same rate of speed she main- 
tained on the way over. Briefly stated, this new record 
of the Kearsarge proves that she can maintain an average 
speed of over thirteen knots on a long voyage without in- 
jury to her machinery; that her coal carrying capacity 
is adequate for a trip of four thousand miles under full 
speed; that in time of war ships of her class can cross 
the ocean and engage an enemy at once, and that the 
Kearsarge is one of the most perfect ships in the world 
and fully equal to any emergency. 

The importance of this remarkable run lies in the fact 
that it was made under actual Service conditions and 
with no pre-arranged plans for a showy performance. It 
was strictly a business cruise to ascertain what might 
reasonably be expected of the Kearsarge in time of war, 
and the result is an enviable triumph for her designers 
and builders as well as for her gallant commander and 
his sturdy officers and men. “If we consider this trip 
in comparison with the performances of protected cruis- 
ers, or armored cruisers or ocean greyhounds,” says 
Rear Admiral Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
ot the Navy Department, “it does not seem very remark- 
able. But when we consider that the Kearsarge is a 
heavy battleship, loaded with armor and armament, and 
not intended to make a high rate of speed, the perform- 
ance is remarkable, more so from the fact that at the 
end of her run the Kearsarge was ready for any service 
and could cross the ocean again after coaling.” 

Gratifying as this splendid record of the Kearsarge is, 
it would be a mistake to distinguish her as the only one 
of our battleships capable of such a performance. Ad- 
miral Barker is quoted as declaring that there are six 
other battleships in the Navy that could steam as great 
a distance at but little less speed and arrive at the end of 
the voyage in equally good condition, and Rear Admiral 
Melville, Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering of 
the Navy Department says: “We have not a battleship 
that cannot make a similar run, though probably not 
quite so fast, if she is taken care of.’ In connection 
with the record of the Kearsarge it is interesting to note 
a report of speed tests of the armor-clads attached to the 
Asiatic Squadron which has lately been transmitted to 
the Navy Department by Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Station. On June 3, 
during the run of the squadron from Yokohama to Chee- 
foo Admiral Evans determined to see what speed the Ken- 
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tucky, Oregon and New Orleans could make. The Ken- 
tucky under natural draught for four hours made an 
average speed of 14.76 knots. Under forced draught she 
averaged for four hours 15.52 knots an hour and for two 
hours of this speeded to 1614 knots. On her trial she 
made 17 knots. The Oregon for four hours under nat- 
ural draught averaged 13.12 knots; for four hours under 
forced draught she made 15.5 and for two hours of that 
time made 15% knots. The New Orleans, which was a 
twenty knot ship on her builder's trial, ran 17% for four 
hours under natural draught and for four hours under 
forced draught she made 19 8-10 knots. From these 
showings Admiral Melville concludes, that the Kentucky, 
which is a sister ship of the Kearsarge and was launched 
at the Newport News shipyard, is as good a ship as the 
Kearsarge, that the Oregon is able to duplicate the great 
record which she made in rounding the Horn in 1898 and 
the New Orleans is as good a ship to-day as when she 
was purchased. Following is the official report of the 
Kearsarge’s run: : 
U.S.S. Kearsarge, ist rate, 
Bar Harbor, Me., July 27, 1903. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that this vessel arrived 
here yesterday afternoon, having left Portsmouth, Eng- 
land, on Friday, July 27, the squadron leaving the dock 
yard in column, with Admiral] Cotton on board this ship 
leading. After getting outside the forts Admiral Cotton 
transferred his flag to the Chicago, and this vessel pro- 
cecded to the United States in obedience to her tele- 
graphic orders for full speed under natural draft during 
the trip. The departure was taken from the Needles at 
1:30 p.m., Greenwich time. From the beginning to the 
end of our journey we encountered head winds, head seas 
and head currents and were further handicapped by u 
gale and later by icebergs and a dense fog while in their 
neighborhood. 

The total distance to run from the Needles to Mount 
Desert Rock was 2,885 miles. Mount Desert Rock was 
reached in the midst of a dense fog at 12:45 p.m., Sunday, 
the 26th inst., thus making the actual running time, al- 
lowing for the difference in longitude, 9 days 4% hours. 
This gave an average speed of 13.1 knots per hour for 
the total run. Had she been going to the eastward with 
wind, sea and current, instead of to the westward she 
would undoubtedly have averaged 14 knots, for the aver- 
age revolutions per hour of the engines would have given 
her in still water 13.6 knots per hour. The head wind 
varied from a force of three to six every day except two, 
and on one day, that of the gale, the force was estimated 
at eight. During this gale green seas washed over the 
forward 8-inch turret, when it became necessary to slow 
down, although the engines were behaving beautifully 
ind also the ship herself. This reduced speed was main- 
tained for four hours. Shortly after starting on the first 
day out, from 1:30 to 2:10 p.m., the port engine was 
slowed for a hot bearing. In the fog and among the 
icebergs above referred to, the ship was slowed to ten 
knots for 10% hours. The first berg, quite a large one, 
was sighted about 5 o'clock in the afternoon on the 23d 
inst Fortunately at that time the weather was quite 
clear and I carefully noted the weather temperature as 
we approached. When within two miles of the iceberg 
the temperature dropped 9 degrees. At 6 o'clock this 
iceberg was abeam, distant about one mile to the south- 
ward, Lat. 42 degrees, 48 min. N, Long. 48 degrees, 06 min. 
W. Shortly after a dense fog set in and continued all 
through the berg, and as the changes of the water tem- 
perature showed that we were passing the vicinity of 
ice several times in the night, I deemed it necessary for 
the safety of the ship to slow down to 10 knots, as the 
fog was so dense that it was impossible for the greater 
part of the time to see a ship's length ahead. As soon 
as | felt that we were clear of ice regions I went ahead 
full speed, although the fog was as dense as ever.

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LAW FOR THB LAWLESS. 

The great and enlightened State of Illinois has within 
the last week witnessed a tragedy which grimly illus- 
trates the increasing contempt in many American com- 
munities for established authority. A negro who had 
confessed to a hideous crime against womanhood was 
locked in jail in the town of Danville, and a mob gath- 
ered for the purpose of lynching him. As the mob surged 
toward the jail on its lawless mission another negro be- 
came involved in a quarrel with some of its members, 
and fired upon them, killing ene of their number. Turn- 
is from its original quest, the mob hanged the murderer 
to the nearest telegraph pole, and after strangling him to 
(leath, dragged his body through the streets to the public 
square, where it was riddled with bullets, hacked to bits 
with knives and then burnt to ashes in an open fire within 
the very shadow of the court house. Then, maddened with 
bloodthirst, the mob rushed to the jail to destroy the 
original object of its fury. There it was met by a cour- 
«geous sheriff and several deputies, men sworn to uphold 
the law, who refused to surrender the prisoner and 
warned the mob that any attempt to seize him would be 
opposed with force. The warning was spurned, and in 
4 wild rush on the jail the sheriff and his deputies fired, 
wounding upwards of fifty members of the mob, several 
of them mortally. This convincing assertion of force 
was followed by a demand for the life of the sherift, who, 
but for his courage and the fearless support of his subor- 
dinates, would have been put to death for daring to do 
The mob was dispersed and order restored only 
by the appearance of four companies of Stale troops, 
facl, man supplied with forty rounds of ammunition and 
their officers bearing instructions to uphold the law at 
whatever cost. 

The revolting affair in Danville differs little, if any, 
from other lynchings, provoked by similar causes, in other 
‘on.munities. We are frankly assured that the ring 
laders of the mob included many prominent citizens of 
the town who readily acknowledge their participation in 
the lynching, and that the sheriff will have no difficulty 
i) presenting them to the Grand Jury. Wheiher that 
holy shall rob justice of its dues by refusing to Indict 
the guilty, or vindicate the outraged law of the common- 
vealth by forcing them to conviction, is a matter which 
thiefly concerns the State of Illinois. But the whole af- 
‘air is an ominous reminder that the mob spirit is latent 
‘every American pc lr pe that, once aroused, it 





his duty. 


is ten-fold more dangerous to our social and legal insti- 
tutions than the crimes which it seeks to avenge. Of all 
agencies for the punishment of wrong-doing none is so 
unreasoning, so cruel or so capable of irreparable abuse 


as the mob. It is the embodiment of brute force pure and 
simple—“a monster with many hands and no brains” 
whose every act helps to weaken the foundations of con- 
stituted authority. Its baleful infiuence is seen in the 
growing indifference with which lynchings are regarded 
by the American public. The mob spirit grows with 
what it feeds upon, and whereas lynching was formerly 
resorted to only to punish murder and certain other atro- 
cious felonies, it is now sometimes inflicted for trivial of- 
fenses that are scarcely more than misdemeanors. And 
why should it not be? If lynch law is justifiable as 
punishment for one class of crimes it is equally justifiable 
for all classes. There can be no distinction that will 
bear the test of reason. Lynch law is either all right or 
all wrong, and the sophistry of those who condone its 
exercise by pleading the law’s delay cannot make it other- 
wise. 

It is easy to point out this alarming tendency in our 
national life—a tendency which has won for us, justly 
or unjustly, the unenviable distinction of holding human 
life cheaper and of having more murders than any other 
nation in the world—but who shall prescribe the remedy, 
and what is it? What is needed is a broader respect for 
constituted authority, enforced, if need be, by the re- 
lentless exercise of military power. The law itself is but 
the expression of force, and its processes are effective only 
so long as there is a reserve force back of them to make 
them respected. Every usurpation of the law by the 
mob impairs the vitality of those legal processes which 
are the safeguards of our institutions, while on the other 
hand, every suppression of the mob by the vigorous as- 
sertion of force is a telling stroke for the supremacy of 
law and order. It is, then, upon the maintenance of a 
strong, self-reliant, efficient and always-ready military 
establishment, both State and National, in organization 
and character, that we must depend for the inculcation of 
proper respect for law, and for the preservation of our 
institutions. Such an establishment is the one trust- 
worthy and effective barrier between the brutish anarchy 
of mob rule and social order.

RETIREMENTS FOR AGE. 


Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., who was placed 
on the retired list on July 26—his sixty-fourth birthday— 
thus terminates an active military career of more than 
forty years, which has been characterized throughout by 
diligence, good judgment and courage of the highest 
order. Serving throughout the Civil was as a Volunteer, 
he entered the Regular Service in 1867 as a captain of 
Infantry, and waited twenty-seven years for his promo- 
tion to major. His service in the Civil War, in Cuba, 
in Porto Rico, and in the Philippines has been that of an 
officer loyally devoted to his country, profoundly ab- 
sorbed in his profession and responsive to the most exact- 
ing requirements of soldierly excellence. isis work in 
pacifying the Island of Mindanao, the most turbulent of 
the Philippine Islands with the possible exception of 
Samar, and his subsequent services as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Division of the Philippines are recognized 
as among the most useful performances of the Army in 
those islands, and distinguish General Davis as an offi- 
cer of the first order of ability. With his broad qualifica- 
tions as a line officer General Davis combines a large 
measure of engineering skill which has found exercise in 
many important projects, notably in the reconstruction 
of the Washington monument and in the undertakings of 
the Nicaraguan Construction Company. He retires from 
the active service with the sincere regard of his country- 
men. and a record of which any officer might be proud. 

With the retirement of Rear Admiral George W. Mel- 
ville, Engineer in Chief, U.S.N., on Aug. 1, the active 
service of the Navy loses an officer, who, in character, 
ability, energy and achievement in both peace and war, 
is worthy of its noblest traditions. From his entrance 
into the naval service in 1861 down to the day of his 
retirement Admiral Melville was above all things a 
worker, and his prolonged study of the problems of steam 
engineering has led to invaluable improvements in the 
motive power of modern warships, his services in this re- 
spect having been excelled by those of no other officer of 
the Navy. He has helped enormously to improve the 
engineering service; he has devised many appliances of 
proved value in warship construction; he has exerted a 
powerful influence in behalf of a broader system of naval 
education and by precept and example he has labored in 
season and out of season for higher standards of excel- 
lence in both ships and personnel. As a fighting engi- 
neer, as an Arctic voyager bent on missions of rescue 
and discovery, as a student of mechanical problems 
vitally affecting the efficiency of our fighting ships, as 
writer and orator and an example of rugged manhood 
resolutely devoted to the service of his country, Admiral 
Melville has won and will receive a large and honorable 
place in the annals of the naval service. He has re- 
ceived many distinctions, but the best part of it is that 
he has earned them all. 

Brig. Gen. John H. Page, U.S.A., who was retired on 
July 27, after more than forty years of service, rose from 
the ranks, having enlisted as a private in the 1st Illinois 
Light Artillery in 1861. He was brevetted captain in 
1862 for gallant and meritorious service in the battle of 








Fredericksburg, and major in 1863 for gallant and meri- 
torious services in the battle of Gettysburg. His record 
as gentleman and officer adds lustre to the annals of the 
Service. The brilliant record of Brig. Gen. Charles A. 
Woodruff, U.S.A., who was retired July 28, after more 
than thirty-nine years of service, was outlined in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNaL of May 30, 

The retirements now ordered and in prospect will leave 
upon the active list of the Army one hundred and forty 
officers who saw service during the Civil War. We 
give in another place a list of these officers, with the 
dates at which they will be retired for age. Twenty-two 
of them are general officers, including the heads of staff 
corps. One, Colonel Dudley, is in the Judge Advocate 
General's Department, fifteen are in the Quartermaster’s 
Department, three in the Subsistence Department, four in 
the Medical Department, nine in the Pay Department, 
twelve in the Engineers, six in the Ordnance, one each in 
the Signal Corps and Record and Pension Office, four 
chaplains. In the Cavalry arm fourteen, in the Artillery 
nineteen, and in the Infantry twenty-nine. One of the vet- 
erans, Lieut. General Miles, retires next week, fifteen in 
1904, fifteen in 1905, twenty-five in 1906, twenty-six in 
1907, twenty in 1908, ten in 1909, nine in 1910, seven 
in 1911, six in 1912, one, Edwin Allison Godwin, lieuten- 
ant colonel, 6th Cavalry, in charge of the Guard at 
the St. Louis Exposition Grounds, May 18, 1914, and one, 
John Lincoln Clem, lieutenant colonel, Q.M.D., San An- 
tonio, not until Aug. 13, 1915. Colonel Godwin served 
in 1865 as a private in the West Virginia Cavalry before 
he entered the Military Academy, and Colonel Clem as a 
drummer boy and lance sergeant in the Michigan Infan- 
try from May 1, 1863, to Sept. 19, 1864, when he was 
only twelve years old, entering the Service, indeed, when 
he was only eleven years, eight months and seventeen 
days old. What will be his emotions when, after May, 
1914, he looks around and finds himself alone on the 
active list of the Army of those who once responded in 
the chorus of a million voices to the battle hymn of the 
Republic ; who marched and fought with Grant and Sher- 
man, Sheridan and Thomas, McClellan and Meade, Han- 
cock, Sedgwick and the others of that gallant host whose 
very names, as we repeat them, sound like the clarion call 
to battle?

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The measure of discomfort, inconvenience and expense 
imposed upon a regiment, which is ordered to travel haif 
around the globe, and then has its orders to do so re- 
voked after all preparations have been made to obey, is 
shown by the article headed, “The Fourteenth Cavalry 
Move,” appearing on another page. It is well to preach 
economy to our officers, to warn them against debt, and to 
advise them to make provision for thelr families in case 
of death. But what are they to do when to the heavy ex- 
pense necessitated by the recent change of uniform is 
added such a burden as is involved in the experience of the 
Fourteenth Cavalry? We do not know what necessity 
arose to make a change in the orders of the Fourteenth 
imperative, or who is responsible for the vacillation 
shown in this case, but we commend what our. corres- 
pondent says on this subject to the attention of those hav- 
ing authority in such matters.

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The joint board of Army and Navy officers appointed 
to consider matters of national defense and advise the 
President thereon, held its first meeting Thursday morn- 
ing, July 30, at the Navy Department, all members being 
present except Major Gen. S. B. M. Young, who is spend- 
ing his vacation at his summer home on Long Island. 
Admiral Dewey as senior officer present presided and 
Lieutenant Barnette, U.S.N., the jinior officer, acted as 
secretary. The board merely organized and reporied to 
the President that it was ready for business and subject 
to his call. The first matter to be considered will doubt- 
less be the naval stations in Cuba, but it is not likely 
that another meeting will be held until late in September. 
By the terms of the order issued the proceedings of the 
board are to be held strictly confidential.

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Ie Yacht reports that the Niclausse boilers worked 
perfectly on the speed trial of the new battleship Henri 
IV., which made 17.2 knots on a contract requirement of 
17 knots. The Henri IV. is a vessel of 8,807 tons, 
launched in 1899. The Belleville boilers on the Mar- 
seilles gave no trouble in her trial trip when she made 
18.5 knots. The Marseilles is a vessel of 9,856 tons, 
launched in 1900. The armored cruiser Sully, of the 
same tonnage, also fitted with Bellevilles, continued her 
trials with complete success. The expenditure of coal 
per horse-power developed was at least 20 per cent. less 
than expected, owing to the conomisers with which the 
Belleville boilers are fitted. 

Lieut. Urban T. Holmes, U.S.N., who has been on duty 
in the Bureau of Steam Engineering for the past two 
years or more, has been detached from that duty and has 
been ordered to the U.S.S. Tacoma when that vessel shall 
go into commission for sea service, and will be in chargé 
of the engineering department of that vessel. The ulti- 
mate destination of the Tacoma has not been definitely 
settled by the Navy Department, but it is assumed that 
she will be retained on the coast for a period of at least 
six months, and will then receive an assignment to some 
one of the foreign stations.

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GRADUATES AND NON-GRADUATES. 


To THe Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

In the issue of the New York Herald of July 12 
there was an article headed: “West Point Spirit Keeps 
Up Strength of the Army. Traditions of Academy L ife, 
Declares a Graduate, Are Potent Through all the After 
Years of an Offier in the Service. Marked Contrast in 
the Career of Civilians.” All except the lasi idea, in 
which the man from civil life is contrasted with the man 
from West Point, is universally admitted by those in 
and out of the Army, and we would not have it other- 
wise for the world. It is not right, however, to slur the 


other classes in the Army, those from the ranks, from the 
volunteers, and from civil life, to enhance the reputation 
of the graduates of West Point. That they are more for- 
tunate in many ways than the other classes in having re- 
ceived good training and education at the public expense 
is well understood, but that they are more honorable as 
a class than the others may be seriously questioned. A 
fair and unbiased examination of the records from the 
earliest times when the Regular Army became a factor 
in our history to the present day, through all its wars 
from °’76, 1812, 1847, 1861-65 to our last war, inter- 
spersed with numerous Indian wars, clearly demonstrates 
the fact that honor has ever been the watchword of the 
American Army officer; that high morals is a tradition 
that has come down to him through the years, and that 
so accustomed is the country to find in him sacred devo- 
tion to his own and his country’s honor, that the excep- 
tions to the rule never fail to attract attention. These 
are facts pertinent to all our officers and these are ideas 
that our great military school must engender and sup- 
pert, and that it has done it nobly in the past is a 
matter of history, there being but one serious break, the 
Civil War. It was at the beginning of this war, especi- 
ally, that the enlisted men, so flippantly impugned in this 
article, showed their great patriotism and the discipline 
they had received from West Pointers. They all stood to 
a man to fight for the Star and Stripes. 

Our Army to-day is officered from West Point, the 
ranks and civil life, the much larger number coming 
from West Point. After wars of any length a great 
many officers come into the Army from the ranks and 
from civil life, the latter being largely made up of offi- 
cers and very few enlisted men who had served with dis- 
tinction in the war, and that our Volunteer soldiers did 
do well in the last war, especially in the Philippines, 
is fully conceded. The change from the discipline and 
requirements in the Volunteer service to those of the 
Regulars is quite radical and, as a consequence, a few of 
those officers appointed inté the Army from the Volun- 
teers have failed, a few on technical grounds and a few 
upon moral grounds. Those found for technical reasons 
or those “weeded our because they could not keep pace 
with the West Pointer in such highly technical work as is 
required in the Coast Artillery and the Staff School at Ft. 
Leavenworth,” is not surprising. It could not be fairly 
expected that Volunteers, who had done hard service for 
their country under tropical suns for two or three years, 
could pass the technical examination for promotion in 
the Artillery. The trouble was under the law their ad- 
advancement came too soon; they should have had a 
course at the Artillery school. The greatest number of 
our Volunteer officers in our recent war were of splendid 
material; the mere fact of their having volunteered for 
the war to go so far from home showed their splendid 
fortitude under the most trying conditions and that 
they were made of the right stuff. And we will wager 
that no undue means were resorted to to get them ou! 
of the service, as hinted at by this article, said to be div 
tated by a West Pointer. The record of the Secretary 
of War, Root, and the standing of General Randolph in 
the Army, instead of encouraging any scheme to get 
such officers from the Army, would be the first to be di- 
ametrically opposed to it. Of course, the few officers 
who did not have pride enough in their profession to keep 
up with their studies, deserved to be brought to a serious 
account, but even in those cases an honorable West 
Pointer pleaded clemency for them. Lieutenant McCue 
was insane, so was not responsible for his acts. 

West Point needs no defense, nor do the men from the 
ranks, nor from civil life. The few who go wrong in 
each class does not make the rule, but rare exceptions. 
If one egg is bad in a dozen, it does not contaminate 
the eleven good ones. This graduate from West Point. 
who tries to air dirty linen in public, with the hope that 
it may elevate himself to the detriment of a large clas* 
of deserving officers, might be better engaged. He cer 
tainly makes a bad break when he admits that “since the 
Civil War there have been eliminated from the Army. 
for causes reflecting on their soldierly character, more 
than 290 officers, of the number less than half, it is a* 
serted in well informed circles, have been graduates o!

The British battleship King Edward VII., the largest 
in the world, was » ceccessfully launched by the Princess 
of Wales at Devonport July 23. The vessel cost $7,- 
500,000, and is 16,350 tons displacement. She is 425 
feet long, has 78 feet beam, a draught of 26% feet, and 
has 18,000 indicated horse power; her armor belt is from 
&% inches to 12% inches Krupp steel in thickness. 

According to advices from London, the British Govern- 
ment has completed an arrangement with the Cunard 
Steamship Company whereby the government will ad- 
vance considerably over $5,000,000 for the construction 
of two additional steamers, and that the whole fleet of 
vessels will be at the government’s disposal as cruisers. 
The agreement provides for an improved Atlantic mail 
service. The new arrangement is to be submitted to 
Parliament and the shareholders. 

Reports from the Navy Department from the various 
recruiting stations show that between July 1 and July 
25 last, 718 men were enlisted.

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MARE ISLAND NOTES. 
Mare Island, Cal., July 24, 1903. 

The dredging of the channel on the flat in San Pablo 
Bay that was suspended on June 23, is to be resumed 
immediately by contractor Axman. The delay was caused 
by the heavy weather causing damage to the bulkhead, 
impounding the debris, and also by the installation of 
other machinery, floating spuds, etc. 

Mrs. Miller, wife of Rear Admiral Merrill Miller, has 
been quite ill and has been confined to her room for the 
past six or seven days. 

The Wyoming left the yard on Monday afternoon and 
anchored in the lower bay, and on Tuesday went outside 
the heads for trial of her 12-inch guns. During the trial 
Naval Constructor J. G. Tawresey, U.S.N., superintend- 
ing constructor for the Government at the Union Iron 
Works, was on board observing the effects of the firing 
on the hull, turrets, ete.

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MARYLAND MILITIA. 

Lieut. Col. Walter 8. Schuyler, U.S.A., in his official 
report On the Maryland militia, which he inspected last 
spring, under orders from the War Department, has 
considerable of interest to say. Of the 4th Regiment the 
colonel said; “Officers appear well set up. Many have 
nad valuable experience in the Volunteers, and there 
seemed a general desire to learn and perform duty in an 
efficient Manner. 

“Non-commissioned officers include many who have 
had training in the Volunteers, and some who have served 
in the iskands. The corporals differ widely in appearance, 
about 2 per cent. of them being surpassed in military 
pearing by many privates of their own companies. 

“Among the privates there is a wide range, both in 
training and physique. About 25 per cent. of every 
company are too young for active service and on cam- 
paign would be invalided in a short time. It is apparent 
that but little attention is. paid to the adjustment of the 
clothing and equipment; company commanders do not 
appear to notice whether the coat is properly buttoned, 
leggins properly laced, or belts fitted. 

“Company A. . This is one of the best companies in the 

iment. 
eo ympany F. Many men on the roll of this company 
have not put in an appearance for several years, and 
no one can say with certainty what may be its actual 
strength. It should be reorganized.”’ 

Speaking of the 5th Regiment, Colonel Schuyler says: 
“This is a@ typical National Guard regiment. of the more 
popular class, both officers and men taking pride in 
the reputation of their organization for social standing 
and for good appearance in street parades. A large 
proportion of the officers and sergeants have had the 
nenefit of training in the Volunteers. All the captains 
show the habit of command and handle their companies 
with assurance. The enlisted men are fairly steady in 
ranks and show evidence of drill, though their manner 
of starting the march with a slap of the foot on the floor 
is not an evidence of discipline. 

“In every company a large percentage of the men are 
too young for hard service, but a good physical average 
seems to be maintained. The corporals lack practical 
instruction as squad leaders and in many cases are not 
models for their companies in set up and military bear- 
ing. The companies vary greatly in the number of ab- 
sentees. Some are accounted for as having been refused 
absence by their employers on this special evening by 
reason of it being a busy time in the month.” 

Colonel Schuyler in his remarks on the ist Regiment 
says: “The roll books show that a proportion of the 
men have failed to attend any of the drills whatever, ex- 
cept perhaps during the summer camp. These men should 
be discharged and their places filled by recruits resident 
in the company district. 

“Not sufficient use is made of non-comissioned officers, 
nor is sufficient responsibility thrown upon them. In 
very few companies is any effort made even to instruct 
them in their duties. The physical appearance of the en- 
listed men is on the whole better than in the city regi- 
ments, but the companies are by no means uniform in 
this respect. 

he accomplishment of the Hagerstown company in 
the matter of target practice points the way to all other 
companies of the regiment. The two Annapolis compa- 
nies have the use of a range originally constructed tor 
the United States Marines, and appear disposed to take 
advantage of their opportunities. Nearly all men of the 
four Eastern Shore companies are accustomed to the 
use of the fowling piece, and with proper facilities should 
soon become fair marksmen with the military rifle.”

With 
the exception of a few sore backs on the horses there 
was not a case of sickness during the whole tour and not 
a single accident. The sanitary arrangements were well 
taken.

Cruisers will hereafter be used for training ships in 
the British navy, instead of sailing brigs. Obsolete drills 
will be abolished and the boys taught to stoke boilers, and 
the general work of a modern ship. 

The three third-class cruisers provided for the year’s 
program for the British navy are not to be built, and 
ultimately scouts having twenty-five knots speed will be 
substituted for them, that is if the three scouts to be 
ready for trial early next year should give satisfactory 
results.

A committee which was appointed in 1900 to consider 
the question of berthing accommodation for the British 
navy, in their final report just issued, state that supposing 
recommendations which they have previously made are 
approved and allowing for ships likely to be absent on 
foreign stations, there would still remain a serious defi- 
ciency of accommodation for long battleships and cruisers.

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TARGET PRACTICE AT FORT RILEY. 

The target practice of the batteries stationed at the 
Cavalry and Artillery school at Fort Riley, Kas., which, 
by the way, have an annual ammunition allowance of 
100 rounds per gun, may be said to be well advanced in 
spite of the fact that the rains and floods prevented 
them from keeping fully up with the program. The 
elementary practice has been completed and the battery 
service practice has been occupying the attention of 
all concerned since the middle of July. The topographi- 
eal conditions which the Fort reservation represent are 
admirably suited to the work in hand—i. e.: the simula- 
tion of active service conditions, as nearly as possible, 
under existing circumstances. 

The Battery Service practice of this year, as contem- 
plated in G.O. No. 71, A.G.O., presents about twelve in- 
teresting problems, which are of such a nature that the 
youngest recruit cannot but find a deep interest in their 
execution, and no little excitement as well. Take for in- 
stance the first problem, which is divided into three peri- 
ods for execution : 

Battery to take position near eastern boundary of res- 
ervation, facing west; the target, three standards, in 
echelon, 50 yards apart; the distance, about 5,000 yards ; 
the ammunition allowance, twelve shell with twelve min- 
utes’ time from the first fire. .From this position the 
battery commander is directed to send out ground scouts 
to determine best crossing of broken ground in his front. 
After securing this information he advances at a rapid 
gait to a second position, about 3,000 yards from a sec- 
ond target to be indicated. Target: Dummy battery an 
thirty infantry silhouettes, at about 3,000 yards distance. 
Ammunition allowance, six shell and eighteen shrapnel, 
with time series of fire, (ten minutes from “action.” ) 
Time for advancing to second position, thirty minutes. 
Upon the completion of this period the battery is then di- 
rected to advance in the direction indicated, and go into 
action against Infantry deployed as skirmishers at about 
1,500 yards. Target: Infantry silhouettes as skirmish- 
ers. Ammunition allowance, eighteen shrapnel. Time for 
advancing to third position and third period, eighteen 
minutes. ‘Time allowed for execution of problem, 1 hr. 15 
min. The sameness that only too often prevails at target 
practice, of no matter of what the nature, is almost 


totally eliminated in the problem just noted 
and it would seem that there could be nothing 
but keen enjoyment and exhilaration in the carry- 
ing out of such work, under such conditions, to 
both officer and man. Of course all light bat- 
teries in the Service cannot enjoy such advantages as the 
Fort Riley reservation offers for practical work, but 


such a portion should in time be theirs, for it is the in- 
tention of the War Department that all such batteries 
shall serve a time at the school. 

There are three classes of targets used—stationary, 


moving and disappearing. The first problem mentioned 
includes the first class, and in fact a majority of the prob- 
lems are confined to this class, but several include both 
the moving and the disappearing targets, offering no end 
of admirable chances for the gunners to establish a repu- 
tation for first class marksmanship. In the problem pre- 
senting the moving target, the battery takes up a desig- 
nated position and goes into action against a battery of 
artillery as an objective. During the firing a moving tar- 
get appears on the flank. The battery then changes ob- 
jective and commences firing at the moving target, which 
travels as fast as horses can gallop with it, and is exposed 
to view for a certain number of minutes at a range of 
from 2,000 to 2,500 yards. 

The disappearing target will be brought into use for 
the first time, it is believed, in this-country. The prob- 
lems employing this form of target will not occupy at- 
tention until in the fall, when all have become more or 
less skillful by reason of the summer’s work. These 
problems as far as details are concerned are simpler than 
many of the others, but where the targets appear but fora 
limited space of time, a facility for the finding of the 
range and marksmanship are the essentials to success. In 
this problem a battery is moving along a designated road 
in a certain direction in “‘column of route,” when the tar- 
get appears on either flank. The battery commander 
must then select his position and open fire with a time 
allowance of perhaps ten minutes for the execution of the 
problem at a range of about 2,000 to 3,000 yards. 

In the problems presenting different phases of attack 
or defense, as represented by two or more sets of targets, 
it is impossible for the battery firing to ascertain the 
range of more than one set from the same position, owing 
to the varied topography of the reservation. Hills, both 
large and small, some steep and others of gradual ascent, 
ravines, canyons and gullies, as. well as water courses, 
combine to afford a maneuvering ground that lacks noth- 
ing, save an actual enemy, to make the conditions as near 
actual service as a state of peace will permit. The work 
necessary to such a thoroughly practical course must of 
necessity be very hard at times, but the results attained 
must prove most satisfactory to those engaged and the 
high degree of efficiency attained repay those interested 
at the end of the strenuously practical season. Mayor 
W. H. Coffin, Art. Corps, who is also president of the 
Field Artillery Board, is the director of the Artillery 
Sub-School at Fort Riley. 


ARMY CO-OPERATIVE FIRE ASSOCIATION. 


In the days when many of the garrisons of the country 
consisted of temporary structures and officers of the 
Army found it difficult to secure insurance upon their 
personal and household effects because of the lack of 
fire protection at sich garrisons, they organized for their 
mutual protection and the ‘“‘Army Co-operative Fire As- 
sociation” was the result. This was given life in 1887 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and has been successfully 
managed since that time. The object was to establish 
a fund from which a benefit, not to exceed two thousand 
dollars, should be paid for the relief of members sustain- 
ing loss by fire. Any commissioned officer or acting as- 
sistant surgeon of the Army or an officers’ club was made 
eligible for membership. 

The association grew rapidly until it reached, im- 
mediately prior to the war with Spain, a membership of 
950, now, however, reduced to 720. The association has 
paid in fire losses the comfortable sum of $30,000 and 
has in its treasury an indemnity fund of nearly $13,000. 
The certificates issued by the association are for sums 
ranging from $400 to $2,000, divided into five classes. 
The insurance rate has not exceeded $2.11 per annum 
on each thousand dollars of insurance. 

Quite recently the Executive Council of the associa- 
tion held a meeting and decided to make an effort to in- 
crease the membership of the Association. Many of the 
officers of the Army who entered since the war know 
nothing of the benefits of this Association and it is be- 
lieved that a proper presentation of the facts will cause 
them to apply for membership at once. To effect this a 
circular, setting forth, plainly, all the facts in connection 
with the benefits to acrue from such membership, has 
been mailed to every officer of the Army eligible to mem- 
bership. The information comes that already a large 
number of responses have reached the Association and 
quite a number of new members have been added. At 
the meeting of the Executive Council already referred 
to Capt. L. C. Scherer, 4th Cav., was elected secretary 
and treasurer to fill an unexpired term held by Capt. C. 
T. Menoher, Art. Corps. 

It is suggested to officers, eligible, whose property 
may be in camp or garrison, in storage in any garrison, 
or with a command of troops elsewhere, or in transit 
between protected stations, who may not have received 
such circular and request to join, that they apply to the 
Army Co-operative Fire Association at Fort Leaven- 





worth, Kas., where all requests for information will be 
promptly complied with and necessary application cards 
furnished by return mail. 





PLEA FOR THE ARMY-NAVY GAMB. 
lligan, Mindanao, June 3, 1903. 
To THE Epiror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Many of your readers are deeply disappointed at the 
probability of no football game this fall between the two 
academies. I follow, with intense partisanship, I will 
admit, the fortunes of the West Point team; but I de- 
sire to make an appeal to the fair-mindedness of my 
many partisan opponents of the sister Service. 

Four years ago the game between the two teams (first 
of the renewed series) was almost called off through the 
insistence of the Council of the Naval Athletic Associa- 
tion on their right to play on their team a young gentle- 
man who, though legally a cadet, was not a student at 
the Naval Academy. Rather than wreck the game the 
Army Association conceded the point for that one game, 
and the game was played. Since that time three naval 
officers in every four the writer has met have upheld the 
Army view. The point was never again raised. 

This year, the Naval Athletic Association has prac- 
tically terminated the series through insisting on an 
eligibility rule between the two national academies whose 
students are appointed by law. The writer is sure that 
the majority of naval officers are opposed to the stand of 
their Association in this matter, and only asks them to 
make their views known to the home officers of their As- 
sociation and he feels sure that the games will be re- 
sumed next year if not this. Can anyone contemplate 
with equanimity the flood of newspaper eloquence on the 
right of Midshipman Cutts to play tackle on the Naval 
team, or of Cadet Glass to play guard for West Point? 
And yet the rule would give rise to the same class of dis- 
cussion as filled the papers last year arid the year before 
in these two noted cases, and sooner or later would cause 
more or less of the very feeling that was made an ex- 
cuse for breaking off the games ten years ago. 

The writer can assure the Navy supporters that they 
will not hear a word from the Army Officers’ Association 
looking toward any restriction in their squad by reason 
of the numerical superiority they will enjoy for the next 
fifteen years. All the better for us that you can have 
this greater scope for selection. 

A word here is needed for the rooters following both 
teams. Let us have this game for the game’s sake, not 
for the sake of winning it. Let us all feel that the next 
best thing after winning the game is being squarely de- 
feated by a better team, as the Navy was four years ago, 
and as our team was three years ago. But do not let us 
lose this, the unique game in American football, the 
crowning game to the season at each Academy. 

An ArMy Sve LINER 
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The question of the effectives is rapidly assuming a 
most serious aspect to the minds of French soldiers. 
One writer has proposed to utilize Algerian forces on 
the frontier, and to create there a special corps to com- 
pensate for the deficiency in the existing forces. A writer 
in the France Militaire gives many reasons for believing 
that the idea of employing large bodies of natives of 
North Africa is altogether impracticable. It would be 
possible to increase the number of regiments of Algeriau 
rifles, and thus forces might be raised which could be 
used in case of war, but they could never be organized 
and permanently garrisoned in France.

made, afterwards turned up and reported 
himself. Then the sergeant made another 
note in the book: “Died by mistake.”
